Grand jury matters include the 
i identities of witnesses, their testimony and the nature and content of 

documents and physical evidence obtained through the grand jury investigation. 

No grand jury material may be disclosed or used for any civil or 
administrative purpose or for any purpose other than for the grand jury 
investigation, except by order of the Court. 

You are further informed that no subpoenas may be issued or served which 
have not been approved by a Government attorney participating in this 
investigation.
